It has been decided to hold funeral 
services at ll o’clock next Tuesday 
morning in St. John’s Episcopal Church. 
The interm ent 
will take 
place 
at 
W orcester, Mass., w here Mr. Bancroft’s 
wife i$ buried. 
[George Bancroft was born in Worcester, 
Mas!., Octobers, 1800. Be was one of a numer­ 
ous family, was educated at Exeter, N. H., 
under Dr. Abbott, who saw that he had “the 
stamina of a distinguished man.” In 1813 he 
entered 
Harvard 
College, and graduating 
with high honors in 1817, 
went the fol­ 
lowing year to Germany 
to 
pursue 
his 
Studies, 
receiving 
his 
degree 
as 
doc­ 
tor 
of 
philosophy 
at 
Gottingen 
in 
1820. 
Mr. Bancroft later visited Berlin, and 
made an extensive tour of Germany, Switzer­ 
land. Italy and England, enjoying personal ac­ 
quaintances 
with 
mauy of the most dis­ 
tinguished men of the period in those coun­ 
tries. He returned to America in 1822, and was 
for a year tutor of Greek at Harvard College, 
Ile had been designed for the ministry and 
preached 
some 
sermons, 
but 
abandoned 
that 
profession 
for 
the 
pursuit 
of 
letters 
Mr. Bancroft's most enduring fame 
will rest upon his History of the United States 
from the discovery of the American continent. 
of which the first volume appeared in ISM. 
Mr. Bancroft had early associated himself 
with the 
Democratic 
party, 
and was In 
the 
lecture-room 
aud 
on 
the 
stump 
a 
frequent 
and 
earnest 
advocate 
of 
its 
principles. In 
January, 
1838, 
he was ap­ 
pointed by President Van Buren collector of 
the port of Boston, an office which he held 
uhtil the accession of Harrison in 1§41, dis­ 
charging its duties with marked energy and 
fidelity. 
In 
1844 
he 
was 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic 
candidate for Governor 
of 
Massa­ 
chusetts, but was qot elected. 
In March 
of 
the 
following 
year 
he 
was 
called 
by President Polk to a seat in his Cabinet as 
Secretary of the Navy, a position which he 
held until September, 1848. His brief tenure 
of the Navy Department was signalized by 
several needed reforms, and especially by two 
Important additions to 
its usefulness—the 
naval school at Annapolis and the astronomical 
observatory at Washington. 
Mr. Bancroft 
resigned his seat in the Cabinet to accept the 
appointment of Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Great Britain, where he remained until the 
summer of 1849. His residence 
In London, 
apart from the distinguished post he occupied 
as his country’s representative, derived yet 
further luster from the intimate association into 
which he was called with the eminent men of 
letters and statesmen of the day. Of such were 
Macauley, Milman, Grote, Rogers, Dickens, 
Whewell, Peel and Brougham, in England; 
and In France, Guizot, Mignet, Lamartine, De 
Tocqueville and others. 
The historian did 
not fail to avail himself of the rare opportuni­ 
ties which his public and private relations 
afforded for enriching ais store 
of docu­ 
ments upon American history. The public 
archives in England and France were thrown 
open to him. and many private collections of 
manuscripts were placed at his disposal. Upon 
his return to America Mr. Bancroft made New 
York his plac * of residence and resumed act­ 
ive work upon his 
history. 
At 
the 
ob­ 
sequies held in New Yoric upon tho passage 
of 
the 
remains 
of 
President 
Lincoln 
through 
that city after the assassination 
in April, 1865, Mr. Bancroft, by request of the 
municipal government, delivered the eulogy. 
In February following, by invitation of Con­ 
gress and in the presence of that body jyjd of 
the assembled officers of the Governmefat, he 
pronounced an oration upon the life and serv­ 
ices of Abraham Lincoln in the House of RS*- 
resentatives 
at 
\\ asbington. 
In 
the 
sutfimer 
of 
1867 
Mr. 
Bancroft 
received 
the 
appointment 
of 
Minister * Plenipo­ 
tentiary at Berlin. The Kingdom of Prussia 
at this time, as a result of the civil war of the 
previous year with Austria, had formed q jth 
the lesser States of North Germany the North 
German Confederation, and to it the new en­ 
voy was also accredited. 
Mr. Bancroft at 
once applied himself to the settlem ent of an 
international 
question 
which 
for 
three- 
quarters of 
a century had 
been an un­ 
ceasing source of discord between the United 
States and Germany, as well as other European 
powers. 
On February 22, 1868, six months 
after his arrival at Berlin, a treaty was con­ 
cluded by 
bim 
with 
the North 
German 
Confederation 
mutually 
recognizing 
the 
right 
of 
expatriation 
and naturalization. 
Treaties to like effect were during the ensuing 
summer concluded by Mr. Bancroft with the 
remaining (then separate) powers of Germany, 1 
viz: Bavaria, Baden, Wurtemburg and Ifesse- 
Darmstadt. 
Upon returning to the Unitea 
States in 
1874 Mr. 
Bancroft 
established 
himself at Washington, and in the same 
year 
published 
the 
tenth 
volume 
of 
his history, which brought the narrative to 
the treaty of peace in 1782. In the succeed­ 
ing 
years 
Mr. 
Bancroft 
devoted 
him­ 
self wholly In continuation of his great work, 
to the preparation of the history of the forma­ 
tion of the constitution, which appealed In 
two volumes in the spring of 1882. Mf. Ban­ 
croft’s hours of relaxation have been for many 
years devoted to the enthusiastic culture of 
the rose, of which his collection both at W ash­ 
ington and at his summer residence at New- 
port surpasses probably in number of varie­ 
ties and perfection of specimens, any other pri­ 
vate collection in the country. 
He regarded his life work us finished two 
years ug \ and of late had done no literary 
work. During the I isl decade he had revised 


his great work. “History of the United States," 
going over it in a severely critical stylo 
and eliminating 
the 
flowers 
of 
rhetoric 
in the earlier work. His last production was a 
history of the formation of the constitution. 
He undertook to write a history of President 
Polk’s administration, in whose Cabinet he 
served as Secretary of the Navy, but *aS com­ 
pelled to abandon IL]

W ashington’, Jan. 19.—At 0 o’clock 
Saturday evening1 w hat few Senators 
were aw ake adjourned, and the long 
session which hail lasted thirty hours 
was over.

Republicans at

o’clock held a conference and agreed 
to adjourn at ♦> to m eet again to-day 
and continue the debate on the elec­ 
tions bill at th at time. 
To-night a Re­ 
publican caucus will be held, at which 
a mode of procedure w ill be outlined. 
The all-night session was dullness it­ 
self. 
From 2 a. rn. Saturday until 5:30 
the?© Was no quorum, the sergeant-at- 
arm s vainly trying to induce the sleep­ 
ers in the cloak and com m ittee rooms 
to m ake their presence felt. 
Senator 
Gorman at 0 o’clock 
tried to get 
an adjournm ent for breakfast, 
but 
failed, 
the 
vote 
on 
his 
motion 
stan d in g — Yeas, 
5; 
nays, 
23. 
A t 
7:30, 
when 
but 
one j Republican 
and five 
Democrats were 
on 
the

An am endm ent was also agreed to 
providing th at any person falsely claim ­ 
ing to be a citizen of the U nited States 
or to be a resident or qualified Vote? in 
any application shalt be punished by 
confinement of not more than t^vo 
years or by fine of not more than Sl,fl00 
or both fin© and im prisonment.

agreed to w ithout opposition, includ­ 
ing one increasing from three to four 
the num ber of supervisors of election 
in a district. 
The bill was then laid 
aside inform ally and the Vice-President 
announced the appointm ent of Senator 
McConnell (Idaho) on the com m ittee on 
civil service and revolutionary claims, 
vice Senators Aldrich and Power.

prosperity of their people to raise their 
right hand tow ard Heaven. 
Imme­ 
diately every right hand in the gather­ 
ing w as raised and w ith a general sla k ­ 
ing of hands the conference came to a 
close.

sists on having the guns, and the In­ 
dians, while

LIST OF THE VICTIMS. 
F in d la y , O., Jan. 19.—The first great 
disaster Findlay has ever experienced 
from the use of natural gas occurred 
shortly before 2 o’clock Sunday after­ 
noon while the guests of the Hotel 
Marvin were waiting to be summoned 
to dinner. 
Sunday morning it was dis­ 
covered that gas was escaping from a 
leaking pipe somewhere into the dining­ 
room, and Mr. Marvin, the owner of the 
hotel, with three plumbers, spent the en­ 
tire forenoon trying to locate the leak. 
About IO o'clock they entered a cham­ 
ber underneath the dining-room and 
fouiyl such an accumulation of gas that 
they could not breathe, and it was sug­ 
gested that a hole be'sawed through the 
floor of the 
dining-room in 
order 
to 
obtain 
fresh 
air. 
This 
was 
done, 
and just 
as the hole was 
made one of the dining-room girls, 
who was sweeping the floor, stepped 
upon a match, and in an instant an ex­ 
plosion 
occurred 
which 
not 
only 
wrecked the building but killed two 
girls and maimed and injured a dozen 
other employes. 
The force of the ex­ 
plosion was so great that it blew 
out 
the 
flame 
of 
the 
ignited 
gas and no fire followed the awful 
ruin which the 
shock had caused. 
The whole city rocked as if in an 
earthquake and all the windows on the 
square 
were demolished, while the 
wreck of the hotel building was all but 
complete, the only rooms in the house 
escaping destruction being the parlors 
and the office. 
Had the explosion oc­ 
curred ten minutes later the loss of life 
would have been frightful, as nearly a 
hundred people were waitings in the 
rooms* to be called to dinner. 
When the work of removing the dead 
and rescuing the dying was begun it 
was found that Katie Walters, a wait­ 
ress, had been killed outright. 
Ella 
Johnson, a dining-room girl, was found 
alive under a mass of brick and mortar, 
but she died shortly after being carried 
to a place of safety. 
Kate Rooney, an­ 
other dining-room girl, was also fatally 
injured but is still alive. Frank Pound- 
stone, day clerk at the hotel, was pain­ 
fully bruised and cut about the neck 
and face, hut will recover. 
Anson 
Marvin, owner of the building, who 
with the plumbers 
was under the 
dining-room floor when the explosion 
occurred, was probably fatally hurt, 
as he 
inhaled 
the 
flames 
of 
the 
burning gas. 
Albert French, a porter 
at the hotel, was cut on the neck and 
head, but will recover. 
Frank An­ 
drews, one of the proprietors, had hi* 
right eye knocked out and w’as serious­ 
ly bruised about the face and throat. 
Charles Graves, Philip Weil and Jack 
Cahill, the plumbers, were painfully 
shocked and stunned, but w ill soon tie 
themselves again. 
The financial loss w ill be about 325,- 
000 on the building and 310,000 on the 
furniture, all fully insured. 
It is a 
question whether any insurance w ill be 
realized, as none of the destruction was 
caused by fire. The excitement through­ 
out the city over the catastrophe is 
great.

night a tremendous explosion shook the 
buildings at the corner of Twenty-first 
and Cummings streets, and when the 
smoke cleared away it was discovered 
that the old frame building occupied by 
Klein & Speigel as a wholesale liquor 
store was completely demolished, to­ 
gether with 319,000 worth of liquors.

report of th e sub-eom m i^tee that w ent 
to C hicago to exam in e into the condi­ 
tion of m atters there in relation to the 
w orld's fair. 
A syn opsis is as follow s: 
It says th at the power assumed by 
the 
W orld's Columbian CorfimGsS^n has produced 
confusion as well as caused unnecessary ex­ 
penditure of public money which had been in­ 
tended by Congress to pay the expenses of the 
Government exhibit, and not to pay excessive 
salaries to the officers of the commission. Pro­ 
vision, the report says, had been made to pay 
the president, secretary and director general 
annual salaries of $12,000, $10,000 and 
$13,- 
000 
respectively. 
and 
also 
$8,000 
to 
the ‘Tice chairm an of the executive comm it­ 
tee.” 
These salaries, in the opinion of th ! 
committee, are excessive and should not be 
ccfltinned. 
Excessive expense has alto been 
incurred in the appointm ent of Buch a large 
num ber as 115 women on the board of lady m an­ 
agers aud the calling together of the board 
when the duties which will devolve upon it 
were not ready for its attention. The report 
says: 
Your committee are of the decided opinion 
th at the fair can not well be conducted to a 
successful term ination under the dual manage­ 
m ent which is now In operation in consequence 
of the construction 
placed 
upon the law 
by 
the 
W orld's 
Columbian 
Commission. 
Th* commission has exceeded its power by 
the appointm ent of officers and comm ittees 
to conduct 
the m anagem ent 
of

in its 
executive details, which, In our in­ 
terpretation 
of 
the 
law, 
belongs 
solely 
to the W orld’s Columbian Exposition and its 
officers. The commission was given a quasi 
veto power and not th at of taking charge of the 
•locution of the plans for the fair. 
From the 
fact th at the commission is honorary and w ith­ 
out salary tne conclusion is reasonable th at its 
duties were not intended to be exacting or con­ 
tinuous so th at they would seriously interfere 
with the m em bers’ private business. 
According to our interpretation of the law, it 
was the intention of Congress th at the W orld’s 
Columbian Exposition—th a t is, the company 
incorporated under the laws of the S tate of Illi­ 
nois—should have the executive control of the 
fair, and. this being so, the election of the di- 
reotor-general, the chief executive officer of the 
fair, by the W orld's Columbian Commission 
and the paym ent of a salary 
to him out 
of the Government fund should be discon­ 
tinued. 
The 
report 
expresses 
the 
opinion th at the city which was selected by 
Congress to have the privilege of folding the 
fair and which will bear practically the whole 
burden of the expense should have the Sole con­ 
trol of each executive management, and be­ 
lieves th at Chicago will prove herself fully 
equal to tho successful m anagem ent of the en­ 
terprise. 
The report says th at tho progress in the pre­ 
paration of the Government exhibit is as great 
us could have been expected, and th a t the re­ 
sult of the work of the board of Government 
control has taken tangible and satisfactory 
shape.

Tho ideal construction for a railway 
absolutely to avoid derailment would 
seem to bo t ubular, with tho cars in­ 
side; but as tunnels aro decidedly un­ 
popular we must coniine our cars by 
devices placed entirely below tho win­ 
dows. 
Fortunately tho modern meth­ 
ods of bridge truss design lend them ­ 
selves readily to a trough like construc­ 
tion of considerable depth, with under­ 
cut sides th at will confine the wheels. 
or some oilier projecting part of a car 
running in tho trough, so that it can­ 
not escape in any direction. 
This, too, 
cml bo done without much extra ma 
terial beyond that required for tile 
depth and consequently strength of the 
trusses themselves. 
Such construction
